SAY NICE THINGS 


How would you like to be known 
as the one who is always saying 
nice things about other people? Be 
like that and people will search you 
out. We hunger for kindness and 
appreciation next to the hunger 
of the body. 
Be kind. Be pleasant. Be con­ 
siderate for the feelings of others 
and you will be on the only road 
that leads to daily happiness. Say 
mean things, criticize unjustly, find 
fault with others, hurt their feel­ 
ings and you will be sure to leave 
scars in that person’s heart that 
may never heal. And remember this 
—the hurt to yourself will be the 
greater. 
“Kind beards." wrote Tennyson, 
“are more than coronets,” and the 
poet Elia Wheeler Wilcox once wrote 
that "Just the art of being kind is 
all this and world needs " What an 
uplift it is to any of us to have 
someone be pleasant to us. to com­ 
pliment us when it Is merited, and 
to overlook our faults—-though they 
may be ever so numerous! 
Say nice things to people, and 
they will say nice things to you. 
Who among us is. or who can say, 
that he is superior to us?
